And have not those of us who are parents every 
reason to feel anxious in matters of religion tor Our children s future: for if 
we cannot re7y upon them, they may 10 all probability, yon the thousands who 
remain Jews by race, but not by religion, WW C must consequently not legislate 
tor ourselves only - we bave the young tO think Ol and our children to provide 
for. if we wish them to retain their Judaism, We must be allowed to worship 
in the manner suggested by the altered conditions of our education, Lhe SVna- 
vogue should be made as broad as possible- -broad enough to hold us aul] ; and 
the service should afford all the contentment which religion is capable of. Chat 
come changes or modifications are advis ible or necessary all are willing to admit. 
except perhaps al few who will not see or grasp the situation. Phese Te the 
vreatest enemies to Judaism, and belong to the class which not only drove trom 
orthodoxy. but from Judaism altogether, men who might easily have been 
retained as its brightest ornaments. it you will study Anglo-Jewish history 
vou will learn from it much that is useful, 1f you desire to take part in com- 
munal work. You will learn how our communal workers of the past laboured 
for the privileges we enjoy and for the institutions we possess ; and you will 
learn also what mistakes have been made by our community 1 the past, and of 
the manv men whom we have Lost to our COTMMUNITY. Now you, my friends. as 
voung Englishmen and Englishwomen of the Jewish faith, have the great advan- 
tage of recelving your religious training from an Englishman ol the ‘Jewish 
ministry. and the advantage is. that your teacher whilst holding steadfastly to 
the principles of our religion, cannot possibly shut his eyes to the fact that we 
are English, living in England of the 1th century. Others have taught Judaism, 
and some there are who still teach it, as it was taught in the (rhetto. They 
icnore English habits and customs, English thought and English feeling, because 
they do not know them and cannot appreciate them. Knglish Jews of the 
present generation who have been born and reared in absolute freedom, do not 
require and cannot thrive on Ghetto-J udaism. Consequently L would urge 
vou to adhere to, and even spread the teachings as you receive them here, and 
not to be influenced by any foreign element, for if you do you may in the 
end be completely governed by what is out of allharmony with our nature and 
aspirations. The wicked perscention of our unfortunate brethren in Russia has, 
it is said, driven a few more foreign coreligionists to this country, though not 
many. Nevertheless our duty is to induce our foreign coreligionists to conform 
to the influences of modern civilization, to our customs, institutions and author- 
ties. In England, the English element must-govern the foreign, not rice rersa, 
Although the occasion which brings us together should perhaps call for remarks 
upon religious education alone, Lam nevertheless most anxious to speak upon 
intellectual education, and IL will do so as ‘briefly as possible. We Jews un- 
doubtedly give our children as good an all-round education as we can possibly 
obtain for them,and although many show an inclination for professional pur- 
suits, they are not sufficiently encouraged in the indulgence of it. ‘There are ot 
eourse advantages and disadvantages in professional as in commercial pursuits, 
but even if a profession may not, as a rule, be so remunerative as a business, 
there is no reason why Jews should not more freely enter the professions. 
Money is not everything, and often where money and commerce are forfeited, 
the pleasure of the profession is more than compensation for them. Many a 
man has made a name without making money, and many a man has made money 
who has made nothing else. But to those of you who are destined for 
commercial life, let me say that the study of Literature, Art or Science 1s not 
incompatible with your choice. If the younger members of the community, 
both male and female, would but interest themselves in subjects such as these, 
the culture and refinement of the next generation would assuredly stand out in 
strong contrast to that of the present. Perhaps you will now allow me to 
inake one or two observations upon the remaining branch of education, viz. 
Physical Education. Herbert Spencer says that the training of children should 
be so carried on as not only to fit them mentally for the struggle before them, 
but also to make them physically fit to bear its excessive wear and tear, As the 
Chief Rabbi said vesterday, we Jews almost entirely disregard this very impor- 
tant branch of education. As regards diet, our children are well cared for, but 
in physical development they are singularly deficient: and without going into 
detail, L would simply mention that I can in this matter speak with a litile 
authority. A short time ago ! conducted some anthropological experiments at 
the suggestion of Mr. Francis Galton, then the President of the Anthropological 
Instituton, to see how English Jews and Jewesses compare with the average 
Enghshmenand Englishwomen in muscular development, as well as in “ intell- 
gence.” After many tests and much study, my friend Mr. Joseph Jacobs and | 
read a paper at the Anthropological Institute upon the result of our researches, 
in which we had to make the following admissions. In height English Jews and 
Jewesses compare unfavourably, in every test of muscular strength they com- 
pare unfavourably, in chest circumference and in breathing capacity they com- 
prire untay ourably. Where our pe ople COMpare favourably is solely in the tests 
where judgment or intelligence is required. In weight, that is in solid measure- 
ment, Jews, and especially ee Wwesses, nore than hold ther own. All this shows 
that we devote too little attention to the training of the body, and as it is ad- 
mitted that excessive mental application is bad, it may also be admuittted that 
deficient exereise as well as insufficient food and clothing, are likewise 
bad. I have often thought of making entries in my pocket-book of the number 
of degrees Jews stoop out of the perpendicular as I pass them by. As we study 
in What way to train the mind, why should we not study in what way to train 
the body ?. I have always been told that Sir Moses Montefiore used his 
dumb-bells every morning till he was {5 years of age! Tcertainly think that 
muscular Judaism is showing some improvement, but I would urge upon all 
young menibers oft the community, hoth male and fernale. to engage in athletic 
exereises and out-cloor games, and young men to become volunteers. Were they 
to «do so, the physique of the race would soon show Improvement. lL have now 
exhausted most-of the remarks [ wished to make upon the modern Intellectual. 
Religious, and Physical Education of Jews and Jewesses. and almost regret that 
tume would not permit my dwelling longer upon them. But to revert for one 
moment to religious education ; TL would remind you that some of the subjects 
upon which Ihave touched are not merely questions of the hour. A few of 
them have been before us for many years, and demanda solution. Some seem to be 
ina fair way of solution, but it 1s important that we should ensure the future of 
our communal existence. If it be true that our existence as a community is at 
stake, or if it be true that religion is declining, it is surely for us to lay the foun- 
dation upon which a moral and spiritual Judaism may survive. And here 
would say that we must all do what we can to ensure the religious future of out 
children, for the retention of Jews and Judaism] and for the progress and wel- 
fare of the community. It is of course very Wilifficult to foretell what the 
future of the Jewish Community in England will be, but if we may judge from 
the past, it is destined to make further considerable progress, morally an 
physically, As regards religions progress, T think that religious thought and reli- 
gious feeling will make headway, and let us hope not at the cost of religious 
ceremonial, Our religious services will probably be revised with the sanction 
and approval of our enlightened Chief Rabbi, whom we all love and respect. 
We may hope that the religious revival may be instrumental in stimulating the 
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study of the sacred language, which has been lamentably neglected 
communal workers (like our friends Mr. Singer and Mr. Haine 4) 
erease in number and will do their work in a fearless and conscientious manner. 
We may also predict that our coreligionists who now preter to remain foreigners 
amongst us, will have to be satisfied to follow and not to lead us. We mar hope 
to see the United Synagogue continuing its useful work, alway: prosperous and 
powerful, and all helping lovally to further its efforts. We may « xpect to se 
real unity and even friendly treaties or working arrangements between the 
| nited Synagogue and the sister But ‘all. let ws 
that ateeling of tolerance and forbearance will prevail among. those whose 
views upon religious worship are not identical. And let me expresss the hop 
that some of you are destined to be the communal workers of the future. 
When that time arrives, let caution, moderation. and conciliation vuide vou if 
you wish the community to hold together. But remain firm to the }" inciples and 
the teachings as you have received them from Mr. Singer. And ne matter what 
success you may have in hfe, do not outgrow your Judaism.  Neverallow vour- 
selves to become “ semi-detached " members. but active and contributing mem- 
bers—contributing to the work as well as to the pecuniary needs of the

assert that in the works of our medieval poets, we have a signal example of 
the success in Which foreign systems of rhivme and metre, pres iously unknown 
in @ language, can be applied to making it a fit instrument for the highest forms 
of poetical composition. Hebrew poetry has its limitations. We have no 
national epic ; ib Was by other means that the ancient Hebrews preserved the 
traditions recalling their origin and the glory of them fathers. Nor have we 
any thing thatean be called a drama, which indeed eould not co-exist with the 
rconoctastic sentiment that pore vented us from making visible representations 
of the human haure or outward nature. hven where, as in Job or the Song of 
Songs, interlocutors are introduced, their lyrical outbursts are as little dramatic 
as those of the characters in Shelley's “ Prometheus,” It 1s true that in the

Apart 
trom the lyries of the Bible. there stand the prophetic writings, which are at 
tumes in stately and balanced prose, and which ever and again rise to the utmost 
height of poetic fervour. There is again the gnomic poetry of the Book of 
Proverbs and the remainder of the so-called wisdom hterature of the Bible, 
the tradition of which is kept up by Ben Sira inthe times of the Apocrypha, and 
later by Ben Mishle and the countless writers of epigrams and rvrses doceasion, 
with whom we meet among the medieval Sephardim. But, in reality, one has 
little contidence in the value of this classification. Perhaps one is ranking the 
species as separate from the genus, and the part as distinet from the whole. 
‘| here ismuch to be <aid in favour oft those who would argue that the poetry of 
the Bible is im all cases of the lyric order. Under this head the various poems 
may be ranked in_ subdivisions, as being didactic, gnomic, elegaic. and so 
on. But none of these subdivisions can perhaps be definitely distinguished from the 
parent ord Day well observes, these species lie dormant in the lyric, 
which readily passes over into them.” Thus the whole bulk of Hebrew poetry 
possesses a certain homogeneous character, which renders it easier to realise it as 
an ory inised body, witha self-centred existence. After these pretatory remarks, 
Mr. Lewis dwelt at length on the leading characteristics of biblical poetry in 
regard to its form, noticing especially the absence of metre, the rarity of rhyme 
and the frequent occurrence of parallelisms. In post-biblical poetry, however, 
some of the finest compositions were written in rhymed prose, a style in which 
for example Alcharizi excelled. -The habit of writing letters in that style was 
almost universal among the 12th and 18th century Sephardim. Even 
Maimonides who was naturally the most unpoetical of men, cultivated this 
style with considerable success, and the of Gabirol. one of the 
most sublime compositions in the Hebrew language, is written in rhymed prose. 
Especially in his references to biblical poetry, Mr. Lewis accompanied his obser- 
vations with copious quotations and in illustrating the use of biblical verses in 
medieval poetry, he gave a free English rendering ot his own of Bachai's fine address 
to the soul. Having taken his audience through biblical poetry and later poetry 
down to the time of Moses Mendelssohn, Mr. Lewis remarked that since then 
little work of lasting value had been done. Naphtali Herz Weisel and the 
rest of our modern poetasters with all their clever imitations of European 
poems are sadly deficient in inspiration and spontaneity. In regard, however. 
to Judwo-Aramaic poetry some most excellent work has been done. Ina this 
dialect some compositions of high merit have been written. If, said the lecturer 
in conclusion, might express a wish it would be that Hebrew poetry should 
become better known in England, both through a closer study of the original 
and through metrical renderings in the vernacular. Such renderings have been 
sometimes made in Germany with signal success and undoubtedly the same 
could be done here if the task were attempted by some one who possessed a 
scholarly knowledge of Hebrew, a turn for rhyme and a real appreciation of his 
subject. We need, too, a chrestomathy of Hebrew poetry, containing a collec- 
tion of representative masterpieces with brief textual notes and an adequate 
glossary. Like Vashti of old, the muse of Hebrew poetry hides within her 
chamber, Would that she might come forth to show the Princes and the people 
her beauty. Inthe renaissance of Jewish scholarship in England, of which 
signs are now apparent, let us hope that our poets may be read once more with 
zeal and appreciation. 

Dr. M. opened the discussion and added to. the examples 
given by the lecturer instances of whole verses being emploved in the Bible to 
designate the nation of Israel and places and of names being strung together 
from which proverbs might be rub we He expressed the belief that it was 
dithcult to decide one way or the other whether there was any metre in the 
salms., 
| Phe Rey. J. F. Srern said that if the lecture had taught anything practical, 
it was that the Pivutim, however beautiful as poetical gems, were by no means 
the sort of liturgical poems required at the present day. The hurling into the 
Synagogue service of a vast collection of poems had made it most distasteful 
to Jews. He suggested that Mr. Lewis was the very man to realise the

Phe CHAIRMAN, in proposing a vote of thanks to the lecturer. said that the 
great weakness of the liturgy was not the presence of the Pivutim. but the fact 
that dews had ceased to write prayers. He would like to see the composition 
of sumple Hebrew hymns to be introduced into the liturgy not permanently, but 
to meet passing exigencies, Discussing the absence of a national drama among 
the Hebrews, Mr. Abrahams expressed the belief that the real reason was that 
there was no national centre. He was convinced that for national purposes 

Jerusalem was not the capital of Palestine, as Athens had been for a portion of

(reece.as Rome had been and as London was in the Elizabethan period. 
Subsequent history had shown that where Jews had a national interest jn the 
country where they lived they wrote dramas, as was shown by the plays writtey 


in Italy and Amsterdam. There had been some fairly good dramas by Moses 
Chavim Luzzatto, but none had followed him. As to the réligious element in the 
Jewish drama it was a curious point that among all the plots few, if any, had. 
any supernatural features. The plays on the subject of Joseph and Esther 
were examples, and he did not remember more than one or two of the modern 
Hebrew dramas in which the human element did not find an exclusive place, 

Mr. H. S. Lewis, in returning thanks, said that to condemn all the 
Pivyutim because some were objectionable—and he admitted that there were some 
which ought not to be in the Prayer Book—was illogical. He condemned the 
inconsistency shown by the last Committee of revision of the Liturgy. 

Dr. FriepLanper expressed his regret that some of his disciples had dis. 
continued the study of the Piyutim.

The Rev. G. J. Emanuel, B.A., devoted his sermon last Sabbath to the deaths 
of the Duke of Clarence and Cardinal Manning, and to the ravages caused 
cenerally by the prevailing epidemic. Having shown how this sweeping sickness 
brought to the front the truth that the highest and the lowliest, the greatest and 
the humblest. were but the Sane dust and ashes, the preacher discussed the 
lessons it taught. He said that just as when one limb in the body was diseased 
all its parts suffer, so in each city, in each country, nay, all the world over, the 
miseries and sufferings of one. section more or less affect all. ‘he Insanitary 
dwellings of the poor breed the fevers, which do not stay with the poor, but 
enter often into the lordly mansions of the rich. This plague, if, as its name 
implies, it comes from Russia, is bred there by the poverty, the uncleanliness, 
the ignorance, the drunkenness of a peasantry, forced or kept down hy priest 
and noble to the level almost of the brute beasts. A disease like this teaches the 
lessons of philanthropy in its very widest sense, and urges them by the strongest 
of all sentiments—the desire of self-preservation. It tells them to take care of 
fatherless or neglected children, and train them for honest lives ; to keep within 
limits the temptations of drink, to guide working men to seek higher Joys than 
any whieh alcohol can give. If philanthropists would not build people's halls of 
recreation and delight.-they would have to build hospitals and mad-houses and 
prisons, and to guard themselves with armies of police and soldiery. All moral- 
ists. during the centuries since the time of the Psalmist have urged the same truth 
(so poetically described in Psalm eni., 15 and 16), that life is uncertain. That 
truth still requires urging. A quick-destroying disease declares with terrible 


directness that life is shert, that not even a day’s notice may be given, and that 


we shouldever be ready for death and for all that day may bring. 

The first annual general meeting of the Jewish Young Men’s Association 
was held in the large schoolroom, Singer's Hill, on Sunday evening last. Mr. E. 
L. Levy presided, and there was a good attendance of members. The report and 
balance-sheet for the past year were read, and showed that the membership had 
increased from 30 to 78, and the funds were in a satisfactory condition.

Under the name of W eisweiller and 
Bauer. the firm continues to take a considerable share in the construction of 
railways, and toc ntribute towards the e onomical development of the country. 
Of late vears the Baron resided in Paris and Madrid alternately. The Jewish 
philanthropic justitutions in the lrench capit il were munilicently aided by 
He was a man of strong religious sentiments, and ardently loved and ve nerated 
the formsand rites of Judaism. The Baron leaves a widow and two daughters, 
one of them being married Lo M. Theodore Porg s.

History the Reform Movement. 


THE WEST LONDON SYNAGOGUE OF 
BRITISH JEWS. 


A HISTORY OF FIFTY YEARS. 


On Thursday, the 27th of January, 1842 (5602), the West London Synagogue 
of British Jews, the first reformed synagogue in England, was consecrated in 
a modest edifice in Burton Street, St. Pancras. On Wednesday last, the 27th 
inst., the congregation completed, therefore, the 50th year of its exist- 
ence, and the event was celebrated on that day by a Jubilee Service at its 
present place of worship in Upper Berkeley Street. We have so recently had 
occasion to refer to the striking events of the last fifty vears in these columns 
that it is scarcely necessary to dwell upon the significant period through which 
the synagogue has passed. Something of the history of the Reform movement, 
however, will be of interest on the present occasion. 

The consecration in Burton Street, 50 years ago, was the crowning 
ae 6=Sfsresult of a very prolonged controversy on the subject of Reform, and 
i was certainly not undertaken in laste. Sixteen years earlier, members of the 
7 Great Synagogue were already endeavouring to promote reform, and we have 
ee before us the resolutions and report of a sub-committee bearing date 20th 
Me October, 1826, and signed by the following :—Isaac L. Goldsmid (Chair- 
™ man), Hyman Cohen, Lyon Samuel, P. Salomons, Michael Josephs, Abraham 
|) Hort, J. Van Oven. That document bears evidence that the question of reform 
beg had then begun to agitate the community. 

a Ten years afterwards, in the year 1856, a memorial was presented to the 
= $|lders of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, in Bevis Marks, petitioning 
for certain modifications in the conduct of public worship. Mr. Moses 
Mocatta was one of the members of that congregation who at that time of day 
sought no more than what has long since, in later times, been obtained in most 


London synagogues—regular pulpit discourses were asked for and refused. It 
is needless at this distance of time to follow in detail the numerous efforta that 
were made, and the various meetings which took place with the view of intro- 
ducing microscopical changes, all to no effect. 

The first meeting of those who finally organized the reformed congregation 
was held on April 15th, 1840, and the following declaration had been agreed to as 
we learn from the MS. minutes of that meeting. which we transcribe :-— We, 
the undersigned, regarding public worship as highly conducive to the interests of 
Religion, consider it a matter of deep regret that it is not more frequently 
attended by members of our religious persuasion. We are perfectly sure that 
this circumstance is not owing to any wantof a general conviction of the funda- 
mental truths of our religion, but we ascribe it to the distance of the existing 
synagogues from the places of our residence, to the length and imperfections 
of the order of service, to the inconvenient hours at which it is appointed. to 
the unimpressive manner in which it is performed, and to the absence of religious 
instruction in our synagognes. To these evils we think that 4 remedy may he 
applied by the establishment of a synagogue at the Western prt of the Metro- 
polis, where a revised service may be performed at hours more suited to our 
habits, and in a manner mof calculated to inspire feelings of devotion, where 
religious instruction may be afforded by competent persons, and where to effect 
these purposes Jews generally may form an united copgregation under the 
denomination of British Jews.” 

At that meeting resolutions were framed to the effect :— 

* That it is expedient to establish a synagogue inthe Western part of the 
Metropolis, and that it be “designated the West London Synagogue of British 
Jews. 

“That a revised service be there performed in the Hebrew language tn 
conformity with the principles of the Jewish Religion, and in the manner best 
cileulated to exeite feelings of devotion, and that religious discourses be 
delivered in the English language.” 

Twenty-one months, that is from 13th April, 1840, tothe 27th January 1842, 
were not too long to carry into execution the above resolutions. It was ata 
pace more rapid indeed than that at which the movements of our day proceéd. 
They had plenty to do, and it is evident that the work was arduous and in many 
instances long. The revision of the Prayer-Book alone must have taken con- 
siderable time. The Committee of Founders met frequently, and they appointed 
their first minister some eleven months before the synagogue was opened ; that 
was in February 1541. But from the month of July, 1840, a regular corres- 
pondence was maintained between Mr. Francis Goldsmid, in London, and Mr. 
Marks, at Liverpool, and the groundwork for the undertaking was laid. 
Great difficulty naturally arose as to the choice of a minister who had - 
not only to be in accord with the aims of the new inovement, but 
xifted with the necessary talents to guide it in its infant stage. The Secretary 
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leo

marked him out as a voung: man of considerable ability. He was, moreover,

Simon.on the subject of Reform : the latter, theongh only a young man at that 
time, was an ardent votary in the cause. Mr. D. W Marks. was thus appointed. 

His services were immediately required by the revision of the rayver-DvOK a 
the arrangement of th vices. In these most difficult matters, including th 
new translation. the lavmen co-operated with their minister. The first edition o1 
Sabbath and Daily iblished that year, 1541 by Mr. John Wertheimer, 
and was édited by the Rev. D. W. Marks. For that revision a committee

the service shall be limited to a moderate length, for otherwise the mind will in most 
Instances be unable to maintain during the entire period that solemn and devout attention 


without which prayer 1s unavailing, Hence the service, including the reading. of the 
} rtions of Scripture and the religions discourse, will, on no occasion, except on the 
Jay of Atonement, exceed in darati n- two hours and a half. To bring the service 
within this limit, and yet to afford time for its distinct and solemn performance, it 
became necessary to abridge the existing forms of prayer, whilst it also afforded the 
opportunity of removing those portions which are not strictly of a devotional ckaracter. 
A careful revision, on this plan, of the Daily and Sabbath Prayer-book has been already 
completed, and’ considerable progress has been made with -the Festival prayers. We 
confidently anticipate that little objection can. be raised to these revised forms of 
service, since they consist almost without exception of portions of the existing Prayer- 
book, together with passages. of Scripture. An impartial consideration will convince 
you that, by omitting the less impressive and retaining and blending the more beautiful 
portions of the Portuguese and German liturgies, an improved ritual has been formed, 
The etiect of solemn song in inspiring devotional feeling is generally admitted, we are 
therefore determined that the service ‘shall be assisted by a choir. To familiarize the 
rising generation with a knowledge of the great principles of our holy faith, to teach 
them their duty as Israclites and as men, must be considered one of the primary objects 
of public worship. ‘To accomplish these important purposes, religious discourses, 
delivered in the English language, will form part of the morning service on every 
Sabbath and holiday. Offerings may be requisite for the, maintenance of the sy na- 
gogue, butas they do not form an integral part of the service, it is considered desirable

tions and our motives will be duly appreciated, and that those kindly feelings which 
ought to exist between every community of Jews will be maintained in all their forge 
between, respectively, the congregation which you represent and the small body whose views 
we have herein endeavoured t» explain. 

Before concluding. we are anxious to impress on your minds that we are most desiroyg

of continuing to make through you a contribution towards the relief of the poor and to 
devote some of our time and attention to the superintendance of those excellent instity- 
tions connected with the “ Parent Synagogue.” 

Influenced as we are by a sense of duty to offer our assistance in these works of 
charity towards our poorer brethren we should derive no am ul gratification if, in thus ¢o- 
operating with you to satisfy the claims of humanity, we should find that we are there 
establishing a bond and symbol of connection with the old congregation, and assuring 
you that its welfare will never be a subject of indifference with us, we shall but express 
the words which we utter so frequently in our daily orisons, May He who maketh 
peace in His High Heavens, in His mercy grant peace unto us and unto all Israel, 
Amen. 

This communication was left unacknowledged by the body to whom it was 
addressed. But after the lapse of some months a resolution of the Elders was 
passed. condemning the new movement, and refusing to receive from the 
members of the new synagogue any contribution even for charitable purposes ; 
and it was moreover declared by that resolution that should any members of the 
new synagogue “unhappily die in. such contumacy, they shall not be allowed

Information having reached me, from which it appears that certain persons calling 
themselves British Jews, publicly and in their published Book of: Prayer, reject th 
Oral Law. | deem it ny duty to declare th it. ACC yrdiny to the Laws and Statutes held 
sacred by the whole House of Isracl, any person or persons publiciy declaring that he or 

hey reject or do not behheve in the authority of the Oral Law, cannot be permitted to 
have any communion with us Israelites in any religious rite or sacred act; I therefore 
earnestly entreat and exhort all Grod-fearing Jews, especially parents, t9 caution and in- 
struct all persons belonging to our Faith that they be careful to attend to this declaration, 
and that they be not induced to depart fom our Holy Law.

At last the eventful day arrived, and the West London Synagogue of British 
Jews was consecrated on Thursday, the 27th of January, 1842 (loth Sebat, 
5602). The discourse delivered on that occasion by.the first minister of the new 
congregation, the Rev. D. W. Marks, has been reprinted again and again, and is 
probably well known to our readers... Much of its contents are similar to those 
of the “ Introduction” found in the Book of Sabbath and Daily Prayers of which 
the first edition was edited by him. The second minister, the Rev. A. Lowy, was 
apponited within the same year, 1842, about six months afterwards. Lis assistance 
was a valuable accession to the infant congregation, for he had come to England 
two years earlier fresh from the University of Vienna where he had established 
a reputation for sound German and Hebrew scholarship. lis special aptitude 
as a man of learning was of much importance in the new congregation. 
The second and subsequent editions of the Prayer-Book were jointly edited by 
the two ministers. 

The early years of the congregation were beset with trials, and much con- 
troversy and trouble arose in regard to burial and marriage. It was not for two 
years anda half that the congregation had a burial ground of its own. Its 
present cemetery at Balls Pond, now almost filled with more than two generations 
of the families of the members, and in some instances three and four, was duly 
opened and consecrated on July 7th, 1843. It was evidently contemplated by 
the promoters of the new congregation that a separate burial ground might not 
be necessary. Many of its members had no doubt their own reserved graves in 
the cemeteries of the Bevis Marks Synagogue and the Great Synagogue. A 
dificulty, however, arose within a short time. Mrs. Horatio Montetiore, the wife 
of one of the pioneers of the movement, died. Application was made in the 
ordinary course to the authorities of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue for 
her interment. This was refused on the ground that she was the wife of a 
“seceder.” This was the first death in the new congregation. The West 
London Synagogue at once entered into an arrangement with the Maiden Lane 
Congregation that upon payment of £50 per annum they should be enabled to 
bury their dead in the cemetery of that synagogue in Globe Road, E., the minister 
of the Reform Synagogue performing the funeral service. This was the single 
instance, however, in which the privilege was used. Mr. Benjamin Elkin, one of 
the most devoted pioneers and supporters of the Reform Congregation, died shortly 
after it had acquired its own burial place in Balls Pond, but it was his desire 
to be interred in the grave reserved by the side of his wife in the Cemetery of tlic 
Great Synagogue, North Street (now Brady Street). Whitechapel, where 
she had been buried some time befor the establishment of the Reform 
movement. He had continued to pay his dues to the Great Synagogue 
after he joined the new body. Shortly before his death he sent for . Mr. 
Marks, and used these words to the rev. gentleman : “My dying wish 
is that my ashes may repose near my wife, but seeing the hostile spirit 
displayed towards us, there may be some difliculty ; I desire, therefore, if in 
bringing me there, they should offer any indignity to my remains, let me be 
buried at Balls Pond.” When he died his brother-in-law, Mr. 8. J. Waley, ealled 
on the then new Chief Rabbi, the late Dr. Adler, and induced him to allow Mr. 
Elkin to be buried by the side of his wife. But a condition was imposed, 
namely, that the funeral service should be read by the Beadle and not by a minister. 
In accordance with the dying wishes of the deceased the compromise was not 
accepted and lie was interred at Balls Pond. Mr. 8S. J. Waley, though not a 
reformer, left the Great Synagogue in consequence of this refusal by the authori- 
ties to allow the usual burial rites to his brother-in-law, and he joined the Western 
Synagogue in St. Alban’s Place. Sir Isaac Goldsmid, who had not joined the 
Burton Street Synagogue originally, withdrew from the Great Synagogue on this 
occasion. He further altered his bequest of £3,000 to the Great Syna- 
gogue and transferred it to Burton Street Synagogue, of which he now became 
an ardent member. Sir Isaac eventually laid the foundation stone of the 
edifice of the Reform Synagogue in 1848, at Margaret Street, Cavendish Square.

This presented a favourable opper- 
tunity to the West London Synagogue, and a clause was inserted to relieve that 
congregation. ‘Lhe Bill passed the second reading, but in Committee the seconder 
of the clause tried to get it-expunged at the instance of Sir Moses Montefiore. 
Mr. Marks, however, succeeded in prevailing upon Bishop Wilberforce and the 
Karl of Harrowby to reintroduce the expunged clause in the House of Lords. 
Before this Sir Moses Montetiore asked Lord Palmerston (then Prime Minister) to 
resist the reintroduction. On the suggestion of Lerd Harrowby, Lord Palmer- 
ston invited Mr. Marks to meet Sir Moses Montetiore with his lordship at Down. 
ing Street. The meeting took place, and Lord Palmerston asked Sir Moses why 
he objected to certify this new congregation. Sir Moses replied that “it was not 
orthodex,” upon which Lord Palmerston observed, with a smile, * Sir Moses! we 
can't maintain orthodoxy in the Church, why should you expeet to do so in the 
Synagogue 7 The measure was intended for the Jews at large, and we. should 
consider it persecution of conscience to exclude the West London Synagogue.”

congregation has sent its own delegates to the Board. 


The year 1842 was signalised by a sharp controversy on the question ™ Is 
the Oral Law of Divine Origin, agd therefore binding on the Jews?” A learned 
pamphlet was issued on. the question by Dr. A. Benisch, and wast lowed by 
another written from the point of view of the new-movement by Mr. 
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Bothpublications were issued anonymously, and were marked by thorough earnest- 
ness. Asecond reply to Dr. Benisch’s article appeared from the gifted pen of the late 
Professor Theodores, of Manchester, and was also issued anonymously, The position 
taken by Professor Theodor Was mewhat different from that of Mr. Simon, 
The first page of this parnplilet contains the observation tliat *° NO public act 
done by the Congregation of British Jews amounts te a rejection of the Oral 
Law.” His argument. was that if they had rejected: the Oral Law, they would 
have been justified in doing so, but he did not admit that they had. This is an 
interesting point, which seems to have been upheld by Mr. Benjamin Elkin in 
vigorous letters to the * Voice of Jacob” that were r jected and therefore printed 
separately, The retention of the Yigdal in the Prayer Book of the new congrte- 
gat is referred to as refuting the Im putat that Ue Oral Law had been 
entirely rejected. Mr. Theodores’ pamphlet is marked by sound | arning ani 
close reasoning. Impartial critics at this distance of tine, would probably 
pronounce it to have been the ablest defence the Reform movement that 
had been set forth. 


The leading events in the subsequent history of the congregation may 
be briefly told. Some few of the original founders withdrew shortly after 
the formation of the synagogue in Burton Street. The ost notable secession 
was that of Mr. Aaron Asher Goldsmid, who left on the ground that he 
desired that service should be held on the second days of festivals 
during the life of the existing Chief Rabbi. Mr. Jacob Montetore 
withdrew for domestic reasons. Mr. J. D’Aguilar Samuda also left for some 
reason not chronicled. Mr. Albert Cohen and Mr. Moses Montetiore (jun.) com- 
plete the list of seceding reformers. The movement, however, did hot appear 
to suffer long from these five detachments. Others were gathere | into the fold 
and their families yrew, So that in the year after a lapse of only seven years 
it was found that the accommodation in Burton Street was insuflicient. The 
second editice was erected in Margaret Street, Cavendish Square, and here the 
congregation worshipped for 21 years. The natural growth of population and 
some accessions necessitated a still larger building. Before the year 1870 there 
were more members of the congregarion, by about 80, than could be seated in the 
Margaret Street Synagogue. The present synagogue in Upp.r Berkeley Street 
was consecrated on the 22nd of September, 1870. And now, after a lapse of 21 
years, again there are more members than seats. The increase in the latter period 
has been due in a larger degree to accessions from without than from the ordinary 
multiplication in the original families. Some of those famnilies have rather 
diminished in their new generations, and one or two have become. extinct in the 
congregation. The change in the persemnel within the last 20 years is very 
striking. 

The government of this West London Synagogue is somewhat different from 
that of others. The Council of Founders, as it is still called, wis self-elected, and 
its members were elected for life until within the last ten years. The law was 
altered on the proposal of Mr. Herbert Lousada, the nomination of candidates is now 
submitted for confirmation to the seatholders, and the members are elected for a 
term of five years. As a matter of fact, however, it rarely happens that there 
are two competitors for a vacancy, and the outgoing member is invariably re- 
elected. The governing body, therefore, is permanent, whilst its constitution has 
not lost touch with the changes incidental to modern democracy. There are 
three wardens, each elected for a term of one year, but all re-elected three years 
In succession, one going out and another coming in annually. No one of thei is 
called President in the old “ Parnass” sense of the word. The only President of 
the congregation is the Chairman of the Council, whose election is permanent. 
There have been only five presidents in the 50 years, the chair having been 
vacated only by death or resignation. The first was Mr. Daniel Mocatta. 
Sir Francis H. Goldsmid, Bart., M.P., succeeded and held the post till his death 
in May, I8¢8. Mr. Dayid Mocatta followed Sir Francis. On Mr. Mocatta’s 
death Mr. Jacob \. Henriques was elected. He resigned on account of 
advancing years, but is still happily among us, and a member of the Council. 
His place was filled two years ago by SirJulian Goldsmid Bart., M.P. 


One of the most important acts of Reform was the institution of the annual 
Contirmation for girls and boys which has been regularly carried on for 50 years. 
The Confirmation is preceded by six months’ weekly instruction in the history of 
the Bible and the principles of the Jewish religion. Another Reform worthy 
of special note has been the unfailing regularity of the sermon on every Sabbath 
and Festival. On the Day of Atonement there are three addresses from the 
Pulpit. On the evening it has always been the special office of the Rey. Mr. 
Lowy, the two in the day being the function of the Rev. Mr. Marks. 


The Synagogue in Burton Street was too small toadmit of an organ. There was 
no organ in Burton Street, and it was not introduced into Margaret Street 
Synagogue for ten years after its establishment. The organ was inaugurated by 
a special service on the 26th September, 1859. The musical arrangements 
up to this time were under the management of a musical committee of 
three. They were Mr. Charles Salaman, Mr. John Simon, and the late Mr. Simon 
W. Waley. The choir-master was the late Mr. Edward Hart. The ancient 
melodies of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue were adopted from the first. 
Dr. C. G. Verrinder was appointed organist when the organ was obtained, and he 
has continued his services to the present day. During the thirty-one years and 
more he has never been absent from his post on a single occasion, Mr. 
Charles Salaman, one of the original members of the congregation | still 
living, rendered most valuable assistance in the great musical reform 
and it must be admitted on all sides that in the matter of music the 
changes effected by the Reform Synagogue were very remarkable. Mr. 
Salaman’s famous anthem to the 84th psalin was composed for the inaugura- 
tion of the organ, as also his 24th psalm (still in manuscript) and the 
29th. He further wrote and arranged a vast number of sacred melodies 
for the different services to the number of 124, including responses. Mr. Edward 
Hartalso wrote some, and, after his appointment, Dr. Verrinder contributed a 
goodly share of music. Many of the ancient or traditional melodies: from the 
Great Synagogue were introduced by Sir John Simon, who played them from ear 
to Dr. Verrinder, the latter then writing them and arranging them with organ 
accompaniment. There is probably no synagogue: in Europe where, in the course 
of the year, there can be heard a greater variety of the. traditional Jewish 
music. The choir for many years consisted of the voices of men and boys, 
and female voices were only introduced in Margaret Street, it having been 
found difficult to secure the treble voices from our schoo's in consequence of 
the distinction raised by those two strange words “ orthodox” and “ reform.” 
From the time of his appointment, Dr. G. Verrinder has been sole choir-master and 


director of the music ; shortly after his accession the musical committee was dis- 


solved, Dr, Verrinder was taught Hebrew by Mr. Lowy, and acquired with great 
rapidity a sufficient knowledge of the language for musical purposes. ‘Lhree 
volumes of the Synagogue Music are published by Novello and Co. 


Two more subjects remain to be mentioned,

religious education. The Rev. A. Lowy composed some prayers himself 
and introduced others from old Hebrew liturgies which he = found in 
the Library of the British Museum : some of them being prayers for 
special occasions in the first volume (Daily and Sabbath Prayers) in con- 
nection with the birth of boys and girls and of funerals and marriages, &c, 
and he wrote the Prayer for the Seasons said on lestivals during the 
Musaph. The services for the Day of Atonement include his original prayer, 
“Q Merciful God, Searcher of seerct thoughts,” on page 13 of the Evening 
Service. Mr. Liwy introduced into the Morning Service of Kippur the hymn 
of Jehudah Halevi. *O God unto whom shall I compare Thee, who art without an 
equal” (page 53); there is also another, on page 42, from the same poet. The ode. 
“Oh that I might become a true servant of God my Maker” of Halevi was 
copied by Mr. Lowy froma MS. in the Briti-h Museum, and introduced into the 
Mincha Service, (page 118). In the first year of his appointment, 1842, Mr, 
Lowy held classes at which the choristers were taught Hebrew. This led to 
the formation of the boys’ school, to which the committee adimitted the children 
of other congregations. This school was opened in Little Queen Street, Holborn, 
and subsequently developed into the larger school for girls and boys at Red Lion 
Sjuare, now transformed into the High Sctiool for Girls at Chenies Street. A 
West End Sabbath School in connection with the congregation was formed by 
the Countess D’Avigdor and the Rev. Mr. Lowy in the year 1865, and met first 
at the Birkbeck Institute, and afterwards in Titchtield Street. It was, however, 
dissolved in 1872. 

A minister's training fund was established by the late Sir Isaac L. Goldsmid, 
about 30 years ago, by which some young men have been trained for the ministry, 
The changes in the ministry of the congregation during the fifty years have only 
affected the position of third Minister. Mr. (now Sir Philip) Magnus was 
appointed in this capacity about the year 1866. He held office for 14 years, 
when he was succeeded by the Rev. Isidore Harris, M.A. 

Four years after the opening of the synagogue, in the year 1846, there was 
published * The Appeal of the congregation of the West London Synagogue of 
British Jews to their brother Israelites throughout the United Kingdom.” It 
Was an impassioned appeal against decisions of the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. N. M. 
Adler, for having given force to the “Caution” and “ Declaration” of his pre- 
decessor, Dr. Herschel, by requiring a certain young woman to sign a document 
promising to leave Burton Street Congregation as the condition of gaining the 
Chief Rabbi's assent to her marriage with an “ orthodox” young man. A corres- 
pondence is in print on the subject between Sir Francis Goldsmid and the late 
Dr. Adler. 

An excellent pamphlet was written by the late’ Mr. Jacob Waley, 
entitled, “Observations addressed to the English Jews,” 1842, in which the 
writer sought to propound the spirit of toleration towards the new congregation. 

So far as our space permits, the history is told of the West London Syna- 
corue of British Jews. The strong feelings which were evoked fifty on ago 
against the Reform Movement have long since died a natural death. For many 
years past the closest domestic ties by marriage, and the growth of general en- 
lightenment and forbearance have combined to reunite the two sections of the 
community into one; one for all practical purposes of communal action and 
religious sympathy despite the deviations in external forms of public worship. 


THE JUBILEE SERVICE. 


The stately Synagogue in Upper Berkeley Street presented a magnilticent 
appearance on Wednesday afternoon when Jews of all shades of religious 
opinion assembled to assist in celebrating the fiftieth anniversary of the 
opening of the first Reform Synagogue in London, The synagogue was 
fully illuminated and adorned with floral decorations. Along the galleries 
were graceful double festoons, from which were suspended baskets of choice cut 
Howers, whilst plants were artistically arranged on the Reading Desk and about 
the Ark. On each side of the Ark, and almost hidden from view was placed the 
choir of ladies, soprani to the left, contralti to the right. This arrangement was 
necessitated by the circumstance of the choir having been considerably aug- 
mented for the “ Jubilee” ; there being no room consequently for the ehols body 
in the organ room, where the male contingent only was located for this special 
occasion, The choir altogether numbered 45 voices, and was recruited from 
other metropolitan synagogues, two of the extra singers being themselves 
choirmasters. 

A desire was expressed generally by members of all sections of metro- 
politan Jews to witness the celebration ; and it was with the greatest difficulty 
that the Wardens were able to comply with the applications which poured in t0 
them daily. Most of the members of the Synagogue naturally availed them- 
selves of the opportunity of attending a ceremony so interesting and important 
in its history. : 

Of the official members, there were present :—Wardens, Mr. Harry 
Sylvester Samuel, Mr. David Albert Levy and Captain Harry Lewis-Barned ; 
Ministers, Rev. Prof. Marks, A. Liwy, Rev. I. Harris. M.A.: Council of 
Founders, Sir Julian Goldsmid, Bart.. MP. Chairman Messrs. F, G. Henriques 
and B, E. Mocatta, the Treasurers, Sir Philip Magnus, Messrs. Levi Cohen, I .Q. 
Henriques, C. Q. Henriques, D. Q. Henriques, H. G. Lousada, F. D. Mocatta, 
Harry Simon Samuel, D. C. Stiebel, Alfred J. Waley and Sidney Woolf, Q.C., 
Sir John Simon, an ex-Member of the Council, happily recovered from his 
illness, was enabled to attend, but his son, Mr, Oswald Simon (a member of the 
Council) was, to his great disappointment, prevented by illness from being 
resent on this memorable occasion. The same disappointment was shared by 
Messrs. Claude G. Montefiore, Daniel Schloss, and Leopold Schloss, members 
of the Council, whom indisposition also kept away from the synagogue. 

In order to give point to the excellent relations now maintained between the 
* Reform” and the “ Orthodox ” communities invitations were sent to the fore- 
most men in the London community who are not connected with Berkeley 
Street. The two congregations in the provinces which have a “reformed ” 
ritual and a number of Christians were also included in the invitations. The 
following is a list of representatives of synagogues and of institutions who had 
accepted invitations and who were all present with some few unavoidable ex 
ceptions caused chiefly by family bereavements or illness :—~

Many of the visitors were accommodated with seats specially provided for them 
in the usually open space between the Reading Desk and the Ark. | In response 
to the request of the Wardens, ministers of other synagogues, who were gromped 
together, were attired in their canonicals. Owing to the excellent arrangements 
made by an efficient body of Stewards the visitors experienced no difficulty in 
finding the seats alloted to them. 

Prior to the commencement of tlie service and wlhilst the visitors were being 
seated, Dr. C. G. Verrinder, the organist. performed several voluntaries on the 
organ. At four o'clock, the hour named for the ceremony, the Rev. A. Lowy 
Kaddish the blessing of INA, OPW MIAN was sung by the choir to a 
festival melody of Mombach, familiar to worshippers at the Great Synagogue. 
The music of 3993 "3 was by Mr. C. K. Salaman. 

After the Amidsh the special Jubilee portion of the service began with the 
singing of Psalm cxxi. Captain Harry Lewis-Barned, who was followed 
by Professor Marks, then ascended the steps leading to the Ark and as the 
Warden opened the doors the choir sang YYOI2 A. The succeeding verses, 
PNW" VOY and 173 were intoned by Prof. Marks. While the choir were singing 
eM 2 Scrolls of the Law (two of them dressed in white mantles, the gift of Mr. 
and Mrs. D. A. Levy on the occasion of the Contirmation of their daughter), 
were handed tothe following gentlemen: Sir Julian Goldsmid, Sir Philip Magnus, 
Sir John Simon, Messrs. H. 8. Samuel, D. A. Levy, F. D. Mocatta, J. (; Henri. 
ques, F. G. Henriques, Levi Cohen, D. (). Henriques, B. Elkin Mocatta, 
H. G. Lousada, F. E. Davis, Moses Moses, Aaron Salomons, and Joseph 
Nathan. Six circuits were made round the Synagogue, the choir meanwhile 
singing,—after each verse had been intoned by the Rev. Isidore Harris, M.A. 
—verses of which the following is the English translation :— 


How goodly are thy tents, O Jacob; thy tabernacles, O Israel ! 

O Lord, I love the habitation of thy house, and the place of the residence 
of thy glory. 

Let us approach his presence with thanksgiving, and joyfully sing hymns 
unto him. 

Come, let us bow down, bend the knee, and prostrate ourselves before the 
Lord, our Maker. 

From the rising of the sun, unto the going down thereof, the Lord’s name 
shall be praised. 

This is the day which the Lord hath appointed; we will rejoice and be glad 
thereon, 

The musie to the first and fourtlr verses was by Dr. Verrinder and the second, 
which was sung as a duet by Miss Daisy Defries and Miss Abrahams, by 
Mendelssohn. The fifth verse was sung to the melody specially associated with 
Simchath Torah (the day of the Rejoicing of the Law) in orthodox synagogues 
and the sixth tothe melody of the WS TW of Chanucah. While the Scrolls were 
being replaced in the the Ark Psalin 150, with music by Dr. Verrinder, was sung. 


The Rev. Professor Marks then entered the pulpit and- preached the 
following sermon:— 


The celebration of our Jubilee turns back the mind over nearly two 
generations and recalls to remembrance the prevailing condition of our public 
worship at the time when this congregation arose. Our social and political 
life had brightened and become hopetul. But whilst old prejudice was dying 
out and relief from every disability was in prospect, the synagogue alone gave 
no evidence of progress, but lay darkened by the shadows of the Middle Ages. 
Necessity had compelled our persecuted Fathers to adopt certain unseemly 
customs in those iron ages when Jews and their places of worship had to pass 
through every phase of calamity and degradation, yet these customs continued 
to be clung to when the causes that produced them had long ceased to exist. 
The service was interrupted by the sale and distribution of MVS and by the 
interminable during the reading of the Law, distracting the attention 
of the congregation and occasioning levity and indecorum. ‘The pulpit, the 
creation and the ornament of the primitive had no is any 
metropolitan synagogue. It was even denounced by some who affected extreme 
orthodoxy as B37 APN or the spurious offspring of a strange worship. But 
whilst the pulpit was banished, the service was protracted to a wearisome 


length, and the ritual was encumbered with accretions from various sources and 


epochs, and from the lamentations of ouroppressed ancestors, pourtraying in the 
darkest colours Israel's woes and martyrdoms and—as men are human—invoking 
in all the anguish and bitterness of despair, vengeance and retribution on their 
merciless persecutors. The blight of indifference had settled on the synagogue 
and it impressed few with a feeling of reverence. From the beginning to the 
end of the service ingress and egress were incessant. It is true that prayer was 
recited. but the worshippers for the most part seemed to test its etheacy by its 
quantity rather than by its fervour ; and page after page was hurried over as if 
it had proved an unwe!come task. Form reigned supreme, and it had not only 

ome what it was intended to, a component part of the worship, but with the 
mass it constituted the essential worship itself. There were pious congregants 
who deeply deplored the spiritless character of the service and would gladly 
have seen it improved, but their irrational reverence for every remnant of the 
past had so crippled their minds as to inspire them with dread at the bare 
mention of change, Meanwhile infidelity was increasing, apostasy was spreading

Which delivered in the. revision of 
Prayer Book we have: left out all Mishnaie treatises which have: ther 
fitting place in Rabbinical Seminaries, but have no affinity whatever with 
prayer. We have also omitted the few—and they are but very few— 
expressions which were the ottspring of feclings of Oppression, and which are 
totally foreign to our owntimes. We could have desired to retain much more ot 
the beautiful old ritual than has been kept by us: but experience had taught 
us that it is of the first importance to eontine the Service W ithin h limit 
time as might command the unwearred and lbspent attention of the congre- 
yants; for the more a re gious service is prelong d, the more the sentiment 
of fervour is weakened, 

Our ritual satistics our spiritual cravings, inasmuch as it is in harmony 
with the great Judaic teachings —the common Fatherhood of God and the 
universal brotherhood of mankind. 

Like the Psalmist of old, our Founders Music AB SWeet spur 
dedicated to the Service of God,” but circumstances prevented its introduction 
until some time after the establishment of our second synagogue. One 
notable change only has been subsequently made, and that ws the discontinuam 
of praying for the restoration of sacrifice. That institution did not grow up 
Hebrew soil, but, as Maimonides has shown, it was a custom deeply rooted in the 
universal mind in the age of Moses, and could not be radieally abolished at once 
It was therefore tolerated, and so transformed as to become kcomponent part 
of outward worship. It is worthy of note that in times of the yreatest national 
sinfulness, suchas the adoration of the Apis inthe desert, and the great rebellion 
of Paran, Moses pays ho regard to sacrifice, but has recourse to praver as the 
means Of propitiation. With the advance of time and of spiritual development, 
the Prophets and the Psalmists treat sacrifices as an inferior kind of worship. “1 
desire mercy, and not sacrifice,” is the burden of the Divine Oracle, During the 
latter years of the Second Temple, Jews of the most austere precy preferred tw 
worship in the neighbouring synagogues where prayer was substituted for 
sacrifice. 

Qur modifications may therefore be considered as final, in so far as the term 
“finalitv can bereasonably appledto anywork undertaken by fallible and short- 
sighted mortals, For who can be so rash as to contend that conditions mav 
never arise that will compel change to meet their exigencies ? We are all 
children of our time and of our environment, and the intiuence of these 
factorscannot fail to colour the several petitions that we offer up at the Throne 
of Grace, 

Since the establishnient of this Congregation, our brethren of other syna- 
gogucs have also moved on the lines of progress. Their Services are now con- 
ducted with decorum and reverence, and the Pulpit has become with them a per- 
manent institution; their sacred offices are performed by a cultured and supenor 
Clergy, and it is very gratifying to note that, owing to the able and earnest 
advocacy of one of their distinguished munisters, an effort is now being made in 
a direction where it has been long needed, for the spiritual elevation of ihe 
poorer class of our community. 

And now, after fifty years have passed over our congregation, we feel 
that we may not unreasonably appeal to our brethren at large, whether 
its action has tended to retard or to advance spiritual Judaism’ Has it proved, 
as some of its sturdy, but no doubt honest-minded, opponents predicted, a 
harbinger of infidelity ’ Has it violated any of the sacred barriers of Mosaism, 
or has it shaken the pillars of revelation ’ Before God and before Israei 1 main- 
tain that our PLOUS i ounders have done essential! service to the community by 
letting light into the synagogue and by making it more venerated within and 
more respected without. Judaism has nothing to fear from the adaptation ef 
its external helps to the necessities of the times, for it rests on a deeper and 
a more durable foundation than that of stereotyped form.

Turning back to the music which formed so prominent an adornment 

of the service, we can unreservedly compliment Dr. Verrinder alike upon his 
special compositions, his choice of older melodies, and his selection and training 
of his choristers. Among these capable ladies and gentlemen, all co-religionists’ 
were some who are regular members of the choir in other synagogues. The 
difference in the effect between the usual singing, in many cases, and the music 
of Wednesday, was striking, and the reason was, to a musician and student of 
the progress of synagogue music, instantly evident. The great sweetness, and 
the greater impressiveness, were due not by any means entirely to the support of 
the organ, valuable as were the stately tones of that instrument, for the same 
points of excellence were observable in the few. unaccompanied passages intro- 
duced, Turning to the music itself, one traced’ everywhere the intluence of a 
clever musician, experienced in the. traditions of. English chureh music. 
Perhaps, after the Jess restrained tones of ordinary Jewish song, in 
its Oriental exuberance of expression, these compositions of Dr. Verrinder’s 
seemed little cold and reserved. No doubt the absence of a 
Precentors chant lent force to this feeling. Dr. Verrinder’s 134th Psalm 
despite its new reading of Yeharechu for Yebarechechu. is ingeniously scholarly. 
and his chant-like melody for Psalm 121, simply and sweetly melodious. The 
Hallelujah, though short, is very musicianly : and the special music during the 
circuits of the Sefer Torah, were highly meritorious compositions and adap- 
tations. Two sentences were original ; of the others one was feelingly adapted 
from Mendelssohn's “ I waited for the Lord,” another was Mombach’s Psalm 
lle ‘ea setting for Pentecost), and the remaining two were the traditional] 
Sunchath Torah processional and Madz Tzur. The beautiful “ Ahabath Olam” 
of Mombach was also sung in the evening service, albeit. taken rather quicker 
> composer. Mombach compositions and tra- 
re evidently based on the forms of them rendered classical 

by the “ Handbook of Synagogue Music,” and thei: charm was considerably 
enhanced by the learned, and at the same time artistic organ accompaniments 


added by Dr. Verrinder with the greatest taste and discrimination. This 
last observation applics to Sulzer’s “Lecha Adonai hagedullah,” the 
singing of which was particularly fine. Exceedingly beautiful were 
the compositions of the veteran member of. the Synagogue, Mr. Charles K 
Salaman, including as they did his “ Mi Chomacha,” and his exquisite 84th 
Psalm. Phe rendering of Beethoven's glorious “ Hallelujah Chorus ” from the 
‘* Mount of Olives” was magnificent, on the part alike of organist and of singers 
and profoundly moved the congregation,
